Jn camp covered an area of about 200 x 250 m and bordered on the lake* 
was surrounded "by a double barbed-wire fence- about three astern h i g h , 
the tiro fences were about 2| meters apart* Bathers were not permitted 
nearer than 30-l»0 maters. The enclosure contained ten wooden barracks 
lit which, until 19^9, oidy Qern^ p^dhe^s ware housed. Prisoners mere 
takenodtih trucks to work on farms , shovel snow, and to do general 
constructibn wofk. All prisoners wereremoved' in 19l»9 and the milit a ry 
took over the camp as a training center for recruits. I have no kncmAedgs 
aa to where the prisoherswere taken. The Soviets said that all prlsoMW'* 9 ’ 
of-w had been repatriated and that only war criminals were to r em ain . 

Feint 7 ftriaaner-of -Bar Camp 

The area, 300 x 300 m,wae enclosed by e double barbed-wire fence similar 
to that which enclosed the canp on thar lake shore. Ibis camp contained 
‘ about $0 Japanese as well as Germans; 20 Osman girls , fere here* Vke 
Japanese were removed during the summer of 19u9tanl by late fall all 
prisoners had been taken away. The camp was than used by the military 
and Soviet civilians. German specialists ware never allowed to enter 
the camp or speak to the prisoners. 


feint 8 Archive Building 

A massive, yellow -atone building which had a sloping, red-tile roof. 

The building was located on the side of the hill and was surrounded by 
ah iron fahoa' of' pointed piokets three miters high.

feint 10 Military Hospital 

A gray, stone structure which had a gabled tile roof, was three^storlee 
Ugh, and about 30 nf long. ■ Several skaUer buUdlngs were located 
Abound "tha 'main structure. A’ fence surrmhded the entire area. A 
radio tower was located within the hospital grounds. This tower oon> 
dieted of a single mast about 25-30 m high. On the top were several 
cross-arms and vertical rods. I never observed this structure oloeely, 
but X do not reeall seeing any red lights or beacon on top. I assume 
It was a military establishment, for it was well guarded ahd the neigh- 
boring wooded area was used for military maneuvers. During such times 
the entire locality was closed to the public. 

Point 11 Passenger Station

'This station was for the electric line only. It was built of wood in 1950 • 
and was called Kraenogorsk. An "onion -topped" water tower was located 
adjacent to the station. The tower was somewhat higher than the one-story 
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bttHdlnga in the neighborhood. During the winter water was allowed 
to flow from the tower continuously to prevent freezing. 


Point 12 Factory i 

' -Surrounded by a solid board fence about two meters high. I saw airplane 
propellers and wings within the enclosure.
